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Lubrication.*

Hitherto it has appeared to me, and in many 
instances it is still the case, that oils and lubrica- 
tion in general do not receive, on the part of 
users, the consideration which they deserve ; 
probably because, in part, the importance of 
lubrication in relation to the efficient working of 
all kinds of machinery is not sufficiently and 
generally recognized, and in part from the want 
of a common understanding between oil users 
on the one hand, and oil manufacturers on the 
other, as to the requirements of the former and 
the capabilities of the latter. 

I have, therefore, frequently considered it 
highly advisable, in the interests of both parties 
—oil manufacturers and oil users alike—that by 
friendly discussion on some neutral ground, such 
as we now occupy, an understanding should be 
arrived at as to the principles of lubrication, and 
as to the properties which determine the value 
of oils for this purpose. I shall endeavor to lay 
before you, as briefly and clearly as possible, 
such information as I have upon the subject in 
hand which I have derived—partly from the few 
technical works which refer to it ; partly, from 
my own investigations, experiments, and obser- 
vations; partly, and to a very important extent, 
from the experience of engineers and other 
practical men in various parts of the kingdom, 
with whom I am in communication. 

One of the greatest difficulties that [ have 
found in attempting to reduce. the practice of 
lubrication to rule, in attempting to find a 
theory which will include and accommodate 
ee ne with which we 

‘Been to reconcile the diamet- 

rically opposed statements and practice of men 

of equal intelligence and trustworthiness, work- 
ing apparently under precisely similar con- 
ditions. Not infrequently a little inquiry, a 
little closer inspection, reveals difference enough 
—some abnormal condition—want of power, a 
bad bearing, or worn-out machinery, which 
may justify or demand some departure from the 
general rule ; but besides the cases which can be 
thus explained, there must occur to you many 
in which, with no discoverable variation of con- 
dition, the practice of engineers is as different 
as day is from night. 

Our subject may be naturally and conven- 
iently considered under two heads : 

1. Lubrication under ordinary atmospheric con- 
ditions, which includes the lubrication of all 
ordinary engines, shafting and machinery. 

2. Lubrication at high temperature and ip con- 
tact with steam, which includes the lubri- 
cation of steam cylinders and valves, gas 
engines, and caloric or hot-air engines. 

To a great extent the same conditions apply 
to both classes, i. ¢., the conditions of the first 
class apply equally to the second class; while 
steam and heat import some special conditions 
to the latter. Obviously the first element com- 
mon to the two heads under which I propose to 
deal with the subject in hand is friction, for 1 
take it that the object of lubrication is, in brief, 
the reduction of friction and the preservation 
of machinery ; and, in order to determine how 
these two ends may be attained, we must con- 
sider : 


1. The nature of friction itself. 

2. The principle upon which it may be reduced 
or overcome. 

8. The character and properties of the various 
lubricating materials at our disposal. 

There are*many kinds of friction, or perhaps 
it were more correct to say that friction may 
be recognized under many conditions. Thus we 
have, in the,first: place, two grand divisions: . 

1. The friction of quiescence or rest. 

2. The friction of motion. 

The former,being, as you are well aware, much 
greater than the latter. 

Under'the second head we recognize— 

1. Rolling ;friction—i. e., the resistance offered 
by the circumference of the wheels of a 
vehicle to the propelling powder. 

2. Sliding friction—i. e., the friction of two flat 
surfaces, as in a planing machine. 

3. Revolving friction—. e., the friction of jour- 
nals and bearings of every description. 

It is with the latter that we have more im- 
mediately to deal. The series of experiments to 
which more particularly I refer, were under- 
taken to determine whether thick or thin oils— 
pure or compound oils—give the best results in 
reducing friction and heat on machinery. The 
instrument which I used, and which I dare say 
is familiar to many of you, was the “ Stapfer

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Oil Tester,” the best, I believe, before the pub- 
lic at that time, though it has since been super- 
seded by Professor Thurston’s ingenious instru- 
ment, which seems perfect in its principle, and 
capable of modifications which will adapt it to 
test oil for any class of machinery. 

The oils I tested were those named on Table 1, 
opposite which results are found in the column 
headed ‘“ Temperature,” and samples of com- 
pound oils for heavy and light machinery, some 
of which I obtained from people using them, 
some of which I prepared for myself. I also 
tested a number of samples of pure mineral oils, 
of British and American origin, and of various 
gravities and thickness, in order to ascertain 
how they compared with animal and vegetable 
oils, or with compounds of these with mineral 
oils, The method of testing which I adopted 
was not that recommended by the maker of the 
instrument, which is, with one or two drops of 
oil to run the machine until a temperature ar- 
bitrarily fixed upon—usually 200°—be attained, 
which involves, in some cases, that you should 
run the instrument dry, but as my object was to 
ascertain the effect of different oils, as nearly as 
possible, under conditions of actual working, 
upon a properly lubricated bearing, I prefer to 
use a more liberal supply of oil—ten or twelve 
drops—and to run the machine for a fixed time 
(one hour and a half), noting the time taken to 
get up full speed, and the temperature attained 
and maintained during each experiment, and, in 
case of some oils, the point at which they began 
to smoke, and the condition of the brasses after 
each trial. Each oil was tested three times— 
once before breakfast, once in the forenoon, and 
once in the afternoon—and the instrument was 
allowed to cool and was thoroughly cleaned be- 
tween each test. 

Table 1, showing relation between bodies of 
oils at various temperatures and heat (represent- 
ing friction) developed under similar conditions 
on the “‘ Stapfer Oil Tester.”

The figures in last column headed “ pedeciinetien: = 
represent the average maximum temperature main- 
tained during three tests of an hour and a half each, 
of each oil examined, save in the case of the mineral 
oils, the trials of which had to be stopped from 30 to 
60 minutes, as the oil became by that time ex- 
hausted, and there was danger of spoiling the tester. 


On the above table I exhibit the results which 
1 obtained with a few well-known oils. I have 
not thought it necessary to encumber it with the 
results given by special or compound oils of un- 
certain and perhaps variable composition; but I 
may say that, as far as I have examined them, 
these entirely corroborated the results now be- 
fore you and confirmed the deduction which I 
am about to submit to you from these figures. 
In this table you find in the first column the 
name of the oil, in the second column its specific 
gravity—of which, however, for reasons which 
I shall subsequently explain, I take no account 
in fixing the value of an oil. In the third, 
fourth and fifth columns you have figures indi- 
cating, in seconds, the relative body at 60°, 120° 
and 180° Fahr., obtained by noting the time 
which a given quantity of oil takes to flow 
through the narrow contracted orifice of a tube 
specially designed and arranged for the purpose, 
and in the last column you have the average 
normal temperature maintained upon the bear- 
ing when it was running at full speed (a 83-inch 
shaft making about 1,500 revolutions per minute) 
and properly lubricated with the oil under 
trial. 

Now, if you examine the table you will find 
that there is a uniform coincidence between the 
body or thickness of the oil, as shown in column 
8, 4and 5, and temperature developed by each, 
as shown in cOlumn6. The only apparent dis- 
crepancy occurs in the case of tallow oil, which, 
though much thicker than rape, lard, or olive 
oil, at 60° Fahr. develops a lower temperature 
than these; but if attention be directed to the 
respective bodies of these oils at 129°, and more 
particularly at 180°, it will be found that the 
anomaly disappears, and the irregularity may be 
explained by the fact as tallow oil frequently 
contains a good deal of stearine, a higher tem- 
perature may be required to thoroughly liquify 
it than is required by the other oils. 

As it thus appears that the temperature de- 
veloped by each oil is in proportion or relation 
to its body, in the same sense that the thicker 
the oil the higher the temperature ; and as tem- 
perature isan equivalent of friction, and an in- 


dication of the power necessary to overcome it, 
I think we may safely infer that the best and 
most suitable oil for any bearing is the thinnest 
which will keep the surface apart, and that the 
extra thickness means a higher temperature and 
greater driving power, although on the other 
hand it must be borne in mind that if the oil be 
too thin an extra quantity will be required. 

It appeared to me that if body alone were to 
determine the lubricating properties of an oil, 
mineral oils, provided they could be obtained of 
sufficient body, ought to do the work of the 
dearer animal and vegetable oils. To settle the 
question, I proceeded to test mineral oils of 
various’ classes and thicknesses, including nat- 
ural American oils and British and American 
refined oils. At first it appeared that I should 
get an answer in the affirmative, but I soon dis- 
covered that, though in the first instance, and 
for a short time, I obtained results as to temper- 
ature and drag, or slip, which their body led me 
to expect, they were so soon exhausted that I 
was in danger of destroying my tester, and I 
had to stop my experiments, in some cases before 
they had run for half an hour. In nearly every 
case among my notes of experiments with min- 
eral oil, I find such remarks as “journal smok- 
ing,” ‘journal whistling,” and in some cases, 
after finishing, ‘‘brass discolored,” ‘‘ traces of 
tiring,” &c. Probably efficient lubrication may 
be obtained by the use of pure mineral oils of 
very great body, and I know instances where 
this is the case, but for light or ordinary ma- 
chinery the extra drag which such a body would 
entail renders these oils unsuitable, although 
from the reducing power of heat this does not 
detract from their value as lubricants for steam 
and other cylinders.

Incombustible Paper. 





G. Meyer, at a recent meeting of the Société 
d’Encouragement, exhibited a new paste com- 
bination designed for the manufacture of incom- 
bustible cardboard or paper of all sorts and 
shades. The inventor did not wish to make 
known at the time the chemical composition of 
this paste, and also of a new ink exhibited with 
it, as the patents that he had applied for in Ger- 
many and America had not yet been obtained. 
He made known the fact, nevertheless, that as- 
bestos was the principal thing employed in the 
manufacture of his incombustible paper. 

He presented specimens of writing, printing, en- 
graving, &c., made with his inks of different col- 
ors, and also showed a water-color drawing that 
had been submitted tothe fiery ordeal of the pot- 
ter’sfurnace. The painting had preserved all its 
brilliancy and the paper all its flexibility. By 
request, the inventor for a few minutes exposed 
to a gas flame asheet of his paper upon which 
he had written with ink of his composition. 
Neither the ink nor the paper was changed. In 
order to demonstrate by a most conclusive test 
how great a heat the paper and ink were capable 
of withstanding, Mr. Meyer then placed a litho- 
graph, 15 by 16 centimetres, between two layers 
of glass in a state of fusion. On removal the 
paper was found to have completely resisted the 
action of the heat, and the engraving to have 
preserved all its sharpness. 





Using Belts. 


An experienced workman says: ‘The true 
way to belt up machinery, and have it to do 
good service and last well, is to get a belt a little 
wider than your machine calls for; instead of 
getting a three-inch belt where you ought to 
get four, get five-inch instead, if you can pos- 
sibly use it. Then you will not have to put 
your belt on so tight that it must be tuned up to 
concert pitch before it will do its work. All 
machinés, however, are fitted up with certain 
widths of pulleys, and we cannot go beyond a 
certain limit here, even if we would; but to go 
back of that to driving lines of shafting, every 
person can use what they please, there being no 
limit given, but to use good reason in the mat- 
ter—not putting on belting that will be heavy, 
and consequently clumsy, but that which is 
heavy enough to do your work with ease, and a 
little margin for extra pressure. In this way 
the expense of belt grips will be overcome, and 
the money used for it can be applied to some 
improvement about the mill. My advice is to 
keep all your belts clean, and occasionally, as 
the case may require, use with care and judg- 
ment good, pure neatsfoot oil. Do not let it be 
done haphazard and by any and everybody, 
but take pains with it, and see that it is well 
done. I think anybody using belts in this way 
will be amply rewarded for their trouble by the 
work they will do; and not only this, but in 
saving expense in the greater length of time a 
belt can be used,” 





Luminous Paper. 





This is a process for rendering paper uni- 
formly luminous on its surface, by applying to 
the paper luminous or phosphorescent material, 
or a composition containing such material, and 
in distributing such material or composition by 
pressure uniformly over the surface of the 
paper. 

It further consists in applying to paper a com- 
position composed of bichromate of potash, gel- 
atine sulphide of calcium and water, and in dis- 
tributing such composition by pressure uni- 
formly over the surface of the paper. 

In carrying out the process, about four parts, 
by weight, of bichromate.of patash, forty-five 
parts of gelatine, and fifty parts of sulphide of 
calcium are mixed together ina dry state, all of 
these materials or substances being ground to- 
gether to insure their proper mixing or comming- 
ling to form a dry mass. A waterproof paint is 
then made by adding to two parts, by weight, of 
hot water, one part of dry composition, and this 
paint may be laid on the paper with a brush. 
Unless something further were done, however, 
the paper having the luminous composition ap- 
plied to it would be streaky, and the luminosity 
would also be streaky, or, in other words, por- 
tions of the paper would have a greater degree 
of luminosity than other portions. In order to 
prevent such an undesirable result, the compo- 
sition is distributed by pressure, and this pres- 
sure may be produced by calender-rolls of or- 
dinary construction. 

A single coat of the composition may be all 
that is required, and after it is applied the paper 
may be subjected to pressure to distribute the 
composition, or several coats or coverings of the 
composition may be applied, and in the latter 


after each layer of composition is applied, in 
order to produce a hard, glossy and uniform lu- 
minous surface. In any case the rolls or other 
devices whereby the pressure is applied for dis- 
tributing the composition may be heated. 
Instead of employing the composition in the 
form of a paint, the paper may be coated or 
covered with glue or other adhesive sizing and 
then sulphide of calcium in a dry state is sprin- 
kled or flocked thereon, after which the paper is 
subjected to pressure in the manner described, 
for the purpose of uniformly distributing the 
substance. The glue or adhesive sizing may be 
applied so as to form patterns, and the sulphide 
of calcium will then produce luminous patterns. 
The paper is subsequently subjected to pressure 
to render the distribution of the luminous ma- 
erial uniform throughout the pattera. 
Cardboard and all analogous materials are 


included in the term “ paper.”

Testing Steam Boilers.

There are many boilers which do not admit of 
anything like proper examination, as, for ex- 
ample, locomotive boilers, which, as a rule, are 
worked with a less margin of safety than any 
other class. The expense of removing the tubes 
would alone forbid a periodical examination 
of the barrel, and the water spaces round the 
firebox are almost entirely out of sight. Then, 
again, many forms of marine boilers and the 
entire small fry of portable, agricultural, and 
small crane boilers are so constructed that a 
thorough examination is out of the question. 
There are also boilers whose construction being 
unusual or irregular and complicated, defies 
even an approximate calculation of their 
strength being made. 

Now, in all these cases there is only one means 
of testing the strength, and that is the applica- 
tion of pressure. The many ways in which this 
can be applied may be classed under two heads, 
viz., by steam and by water. 

To those who have not been accustomed to it, 
it may appear the height of madness to test a 
boiler first by steam in order to ascertain if it be 
safe at 50 or 25 per cent. lower pressure, as the 
case may be. This, however, is to some extent 
done, but it was once the common practice at 
many of the boiler works and railway works 
throughoutthecountry. This practice is neither 
more or less than an attempt to explode a boiler 
in the repairing shed or boiler yard, to see 
whether it will not explode on the line or at the 
works of the purchaser. Notwithstanding that 
hundreds or thousands of boilers have suc- 
cessfully passed through this ordeal, the 
danger of which is usually aggravated by caulk- 
ing and hammering all the time at leaky 
rivets and joints, the principle is inherently bad, 
and no amount of success which hitherto may 
have attended it can render the practice justifi- 
able. : 

In favor of tésting by steam, it is argued that 
it is the only method by which the conditions of 
strain can possibly be the same as those under 


which the boiler is worked. No doubt this is in 
the main true, but the steam test should only be 
applied after the strength of the boiler has been 
ascertained by testing with water.

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Preservation of Caustic Soda. 


The difficulty experienced in preserving caus- 
tic soda in a powdered state, owing to the ten- 
dency of its particles, when exposed to the 
atmosphere, to deliquesce and to combine and 
mass together, it said to be overcome by mixing 
with the powdered caustic soda a quantity of 
powdered sand or sandstone sufficient to protect 
the particles of powdered caustic soda from 
such contact with each other as will cause them 
to combine and mass together, and also sufficient 
to shield, in a measure, the particles of caustic 
soda from contact with the atmosphere. Caustic 
soda thus treated is applicable generally in the 
arts, and can be handled with greater facility 
than the ordinary commercial article. 

Where it is to be used as a flux in the manu- 
facture of cast-iron, one part of ground sand or 
sandstone may be used to five parts of ground 


though a less amount will not prove effective. 
While the powdered sand operates in a measure 
to protect the caustic soda from atmospheric in- 
fluences, and from such contact of its particles as 
will permit them to mass together, there is no 
chemical combination between the sand and 
caustic soda which would cause it tosolidifyand 
harden, as would be the case were powkeret 2s 

In practice the caustic soda and sand or 
stone are ground up to a powder, either: 
ly or together, ae 
From the facility with which the : ' 
pared can be handled, it is especially adapted 
for use as a flux in the manufacture of cast-iron, 
though for the same reason it also commends it- 
self to the trade generally. 

This method of treating caustic soda has been 


patented. 
Waste of Power in Friction. 


The frequent use of the indicator for deter- 
mining the amount of power consumed in driv- 
ing shafting is of great value. From 30 to 50 
per cent. of the power of engines is ordinarily 
used for this purpose. The running condition of 
shafts and bearings, the alignment, the quality 
of the lubricant and the tension of the belting, 
all have an important effect on the amount of 
power used in friction. These are every one 
liable to change. The difference in the friction 
of a line of shafting in perfect order and the 
same not in perfect order, may not be such as to 
attract attention by any outward sign. But the 
indicator will show a difference, and it is liable 
to be of considerable amount. The repeated em- 
ployment of the indicator for this purpose is a 
simple and certain means for showing changes 
that may occur, and furnishes a reliable indica- 
tion as to when this important consumer of 
power needs attention. The friction of the 
shafting and loose pulleys located in a certain 
new building was found by indicator test to 
consume 19.34 horse-power. At the expiration 
of fifteen months a similar test of the same 
shafting showed a consumption of 26.64 horse- 
power, being an increase of 38 per cent. As far 
as those having charge were aware, the bear- 
ings and all the conditions were practically the 
same as before. A test on another engine 
showed an increase in friction amounting to 44 
per cent. after the expiration of five months. 
The use of the indicator, the determination of 
the actual performance by tests of boilers and 
engine, the careful examination of the uses to 
which steam is applied, not only detect the first 
source of waste, but locate the place of the 
second, and point to remedies for both. 
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Steel Water Pipes. 


The Chameroy Company, says Iron, makes 
pipes of steel plate for conveying water under 
high pressure. The steel plates are coated with 
lead on both sides by immersion or otherwise, 
then rolled to form, riveted, and soldered the 
whole length, and covered with pitch. The first 
cost of the steel is not much greater than that 
of iron, and the steel pipes possess consider- 
able advantages over those of iron. The 
lead coating is superior on account of 
the fineness of grain in the steel; the re- 
sistance to tensile strain and internal pres- 
sure is fifty to sixty times, and the resistance to 
deformation longitudinally from thirty to forty 
times greater, while the superior elasticity of the 
steel plate permits of the pipes receiving tolera- 
bly hard knocks without being permanently de- 
formed. For equal thickness the steel tubes 
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stand twice the internal pressure of the iron, 
and being both light and strong, they are ad- 
mirably adapted for laying down temporarily 
and taking up again.

Holyoke Notes. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Ho.yoxg, Mass., May 10, 1888, 

I think that I can report safely a little bright- 
ening in the business prospect. Some of the 
large dealers have been in the city, and while 
the general verdict is that there has been great 
apathy in the market, still there is also much 
hopefulness. Some buyers are not afraid to order 
with confidence, and I think that this feeling is 
growing. There is certainly every reason why 
dealers should put in good supplies, the price of 
paper being at the lowest, and the stocks on 
hand outside of the mills being very small. 
It is said that the late spring has greatly re- 
tarded trade in the West. The crops are all 
good, and as this is usually considered the most 
important element in estimating the business 
prospect, the outlook must be somewhat cheer- 
ful. 

Rags hold their own pretty well, and the deal- 
ers and brokers, many of whom we see here 
from week to week, keep their usual good-na- 
ture, in spite of the dull trade. Some say, 
moreover, that they have had a good business 
right along, and that their sales foot up now 
about as much as they did a year ago. 

The Edison system of electric lights is having 
a good trial in several of the paper mills 
here. The Albion mill has 150 of the largest 
lamps of 16-candle power each. These are dis- 
tributed throughout the mill, the office being 
fitted in fine shape. Here and in all the depart- 
ments the light is liked for its strength and 
steadiness. By a careful experiment under the 
direction of engineer Thomas Pray, Jr., it has 
been found that the 150 lamps need 18 horse- 
power to run them well. This is Gonsidered an 
economical amount of power, the proprietors of 
the mill fearing the lamps were taking con- 
siderable more. s 

William A. Chase, agent of the Water Power 
Company, was seriously hurt the other night by 
being thrown from his carriage. He was taken 
up insensible and his face was badly cut, but he 
is now sitting up and will be out again soon. 
Mr. Chase is about the best known man in the 
city. 

Holyoke’s own citizens, occupying the position 
of aldermen, are doing their worst for the city’s 
fair name this year, having issued over 100 
liquor licenses. A minority of the board is op- 
posed to this policy, but the majority makes no 
attempt to restrict the liquor traffic. The ef- 
forts of the manufacturers and others to make 
the city beautiful and healthy and a pleasant 
place to livein, are in danger of being more than 
neutralized by the rum policy of the aldermen. 
We want to attract prominent paper makers and 
others, now doing business here and living in 
Springfield, to this city as a desirable place of 
residence, and it is very singular that men, in- 
telligent enough to be elected aldermen, can be 
so short-sighted in a matter of such importance. 
Looking at it merely in an economical way, the 
reputation of the city is worth much more than 
the license fees will ever amount to. 

There is quite a revival of base-ball interest in 
the city, and much sportis promised. An associ- 
ation has been formed, with E. A. Whiting as 
president, and a good nine has been gathered 
and entered with the clubs for the State cham- 
pionship. 

C. H. Heywood, treasurer of the Holyoke 
Paper Company, has taken possession of his 
new farm on Northampton street, and is prepar- 
ing the house for his residence. His friends all 
hope this move may be just the thing to restore 
Mr. Heywood to health. 

Engineer Clemens Herschel, of this city, is 
one of the new officers of the Turner’s Falls 
Company. 

The Easthampton Paper Company, C. A. 
Crocker treasurer and agent, has taken posses- 
sion of the Watson & Chamberlain Paper Mill 
at Loudville. Mr. Crocker will live at East- 
hampton. 

A mild case of small-pox is reported this week. 
The patient has been taken to the pest-house, 
and the Board of Health has again cautioned 
the mill owners against allowing persons not 
properly vaccinated to go to work. H. 





Trademarks Under the New Tariff. 


The new tariff provides that trademarks 
which may be adopted by any American man- 
ufacturer may be deposited with the Secretary 
of the Treasury and distributed to customs offi- 
cers, and that when so distributed no goods 
having such trademark shall be imported, unless 
the person owning the trademark is the im- 
porter of the goods. Apprehensions have been 
expressed that under this provision American 
manufacturers might adopt foreign trademarks 
and so prevent the importation of foreign goods 
bearing thesame. The opinion is entertained at 
the Treasury Department that before any 
action is{taken;with regard to the enforcement 
of this provision the person applying must prove 
his ownership to the trademark used by him by 
proper registration in the Patent Office. No defi- 
nite actiong has yet been taken by the depart- 
ment. The question is now under considera- 
tion.

Manufacturing News. 


EASTERN STATES. 

The Freeman Manufacturing Company, of 
North Adams, has recently put in thirteen No. 
2 Curtis steam traps. This is its third order, 
after a severe test. 

A new pulp mill is to be built at Livermore 
Falls, Me. It will be 150 feet long, and when 
completed a large number of men will be em- 
ployed. The foundation is now being laid. 

It is said that some Holyoke people are about 
making arrangements with a party in Spring- 
field for the purpose of manufacturing Fourdri- 
nier wires in Holyoke. One of the parties has 
had long experience, and is at present engaged 
in the same line of manufacture. 

Geo. P. Ladd, Spencer, Mass., has had another 
set of interlocking grates put in the Valley Mill 
by the Salamander Grate Bar Company, of New 
York. 

D. W. Ellis & Son, Monson, Mass., have put 
in another set of the Salamander Grate Bar 
Company’s patent grates. 

The Plume & Atwood Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Thomaston, Conn., has bad a hydraulic 
damper regulator put in by the Salamander 
Grate Bar Company. 

The Union Stone Company, office 38 and 40 
Hawley street, Boston, is occupying its new 
factory. It is 50x115 feet in size, three stories. 
It ig conveniently arranged and affords in- 
creased facilities. 

The Adams’ Paper Mill at Norwalk, Conn., 
will shut down for a general overhauling. The 
improvements will include the addition of two 
mold cylinders, four dryers, a new boiler, &c. 
The mili will start up in October, with a capac- 
ity of three tons daily.

Mr. Allen, speaking of the 
facilities offered at this place for pulp manufac- 
turing, says that there are 7,000 horse-power yet 
unimproved on this river in a distance of 
twenty-five miles; that the banks are lined with 
wood, and that it isa most uniform river as to 
height at different seasons of the year. In view 
of this and the additional fact, that unsurpassed 
facilities are offered for transportation by the 
Fitchburg Railroad, which runs along the banks 
of the river, this would seem to be one of the 
most tempting points for the pulp industry.

Message from the Duality of the Straw 
Wrapping Trade. 

To the Editor of The Journal: 

Following is a copy of a communication ad- 
dressed by mie to the trustees of the Straw 
Wrapping Paper Makers’ Association and to the | 
trade generally, which you are at liberty to 
publish. JOHN P. Son. 
To the Honorable Board of Trustees and Paper 

Manufacturers generally: 

I, John P. Son, of the city and county of New York, 
born at Chatham, Columbia County, N. Y., October 
13, 1810, of a family of the old Knickerbocker settlers

of that county, consisting of four brothers—Moses, 
Thomas, John and Hezekiah Son. They were sol- 
diers in the Revolutionary War of 1776. When a 
small boy I have sat and heard them when together 


relate their adventures, hardships and sufferings at | 


the Battle of Trenton, New Jersey, and other battles, 
and how, when crossing the North River to New 
York on the ice, their feet were done up in rags to 
keep them from freezing. Such were their fates 


| when fighting for and defending the rights and | 


privileges which we now enjoy. 

I came to New York in the cholera season of 1832. 
After clerking in the grocery, carpet, butter and dry- 
goods business with A. T. Stewart & Co., I started 
two grocery stores, which I sold out. I then went

into the auction and commission business and sold 
While thus en- 


burgh (then a clerk for his father, John 8. Vosburgh), 
on board of one of his father's sloops, from Kinder- 


| hook Landing. On board I saw a lot of straw-wrap- 


ping paper. I asked my friend what he intended 
doing with it. He answered that he did not know; 
that he had carried it up and down the river for sev- 
eral trips and could not find sale for it, and added 
“I wish you would sell it for me at auction.”’ I told 
him I could dispose of it without putting it up at 
auction. He said if so I could have all I got over a 
certain price. I took him at his work, shouldered a 
ream, and inside of three hours, had disposed of all 
on board. and made over forty dollars for myself, 
and I collected and paid over all the money before 
the sloop left for Kinderhook Landing. 

Young Vosburgh after that became a colonel and 
died at the head. of his regiment in the war of the re- 
bellion. As fine, brave and dashing a young officer 
as ever unsheathed asword. He now rests in Green- 
wood on Battle Hill, with a beautiful monument, and 
guns marking his resting-place. 

I continued selling for several trips, and to the 
kindness of young Vosburgh I owe my knowledge 
and experience in the straw wrapping paper trade. 
At that time straw paper was in its infancy, avery 
few mills making it. Rag paper was then used in 
this city among the grocers and made on Long 
Island, I think, by the late Joseph Smart (the father 
of the Hon. Robert T. Smart, of Troy Mills, and An- 
drew Jackson Smart, of Sand Lake Standard Paper 
Mills, and a better and more honorable man never 
lived, and withal a good friend of mine), and another 
rag manufacturer by the name of Green of the same 
place. . 

It was but a short time after disposing of paper for 
the boats, that the few manufacturers heard of my 
selling the paper promptly and getting the money on 
return of boats, when to my surprise I found all the 
paper that was made came consigned to me to sell 
on commission for them. 

I then set out with a determination to make a busi- 
ness of it; gave up the auction and went into the paper 
business altogether in 1838, and had about the entire 
control of it up to 60 or 61. Through me and by my 
manipulation and management of the straw wrap- 
ping paper, the majority of the paper mills were 
built and many of them became wealthy while doing 
business with me. 

At that time I employed several clerks who had no 
money until they received a helping hand and a start 
from me, namely, Chas. W. Kearney, said to be 


| worth now a million dollars ; Samuel H. Cornell, 
| $500,000; Chas. J. Cane, owner of two large mills, 
| several houses and lots. said to be rich; and the late 


John W. Craft, the senior partner of the house of 
Craft & Bingham, now the ambitious, aspiring and 
flourishing house of Wells A. Bingham; David 
Phillips, the head and leading man of Joseph Hay- 
ward & Co., said to be worth $75,000; George Briggs 
(nephew of the late Governor Briggs of Massachu- 
setts), head salesman for Cornell & Co, said to be 
wealthy. None of them had any money when they 
came with me. 


then without money. He came with me in the paper 
business about "59. He said at that time he was 
worth $40,000. If he had it he did not put any of it 
in the business with me. They all left me in °61, 
The enormous wealth these parties now have has 
been made out of the straw wrapping manufacturers 
and their business, and by their combination and 
manipulations now have control of the straw manu- 
facturers and their paper. 


| By my misfortunes they have the business that I 


nated for one interest, nor is it desired to controlled for over thirty years, and now have formed 
’ 


a Board of Trade and voted me out as not worthy of 
the privilege of receiving paper on commission, nor 
buying less commission, which is 8 per cent.; but, 
according to their rules adopted, if I get paper I 
must pay cash, 1 per cent. off; no brokerage or com- 
mission allowed me. 

Now, gentlemen, after forty-five years of my life 
spent in building up the straw paper business and to- 
| day with more trade than either of these houses 
with all their reputed capital, I can handle and sell 
more paper than all of them combined, and I have 
yet to live to find my equal as a salesman and han- 
diler of straw paper.

THE MONEY MARKET.—It now appears 
probable that money will remain easy at least 
for the summer months, for there is each week 
a steady flow of funds from the interior, and this 
may naturally be expected to continue for the 
present. But borrowers should understand that 
little dependence can in future be placed upon a 
supply from the Treasury. It would appear to 
be good policy on the part of borrowers to make 
provision for the future, so far as they can, with 
time loans. The discount rates of prime mer- 
cantile paper in the local market are 5@6 per 
cent., and 7@10 per cent. for second-class signa- 
tures, with but a moderate demand. Time loans 
are 44¢@5 per cent. on stocks and 3 per cent. on 
government bonds. 

The stock market has shown a somewhat 
stronger tone, but the dealings continue moder- 
ate and there is still a conspicuous absence of 
outside operators, necessary for an active move- 
ment and sustained buoyancy, notwithstanding 
the growing ease of the money market. 

There has been some pressure to sell govern- 


ments, under which prices have yielded a little 
to buyers.

The companies areal] 
of one accord in the management of affairs, and 
hold to the opinion that there will be a good 
business before many weeks, which will con- 
tinue until the close of the season. From the 
returns thus far at hand, it will be seen that the 
output is now about one million tons ahead of 
last year. Stock are not so large as they were 
a year ago. Bituminous coals are very slow of 
sale, as the low rates that are reported for sea- 
son contracts give the general trade here at tide- 
water an idea that the worst has not yet been 
realized. A sale is occasionally reported that is 
above the unusually low rates, but the ton- 
nage thus sold does not amount to much.” 
Quotations of Scranton coal at Hoboken are: 
Lump, $3.90; Egg, $4.00; Stove, $4.20, and 
Chestnut, $4.30. Philadelphia and Reading 
Company at Port Richmond, N. J., quotes:

JUTE BUTTS.—The market has been very quiet 
and we hear of only one or two small transactions in 
paper quality to arrive at 17gc. The statisiical posi- 
tion of jute butts, as compared with a year ago, is as 
follows: Quantity on way to the United States by 
mail up to March 27, 162,286 bales; quautity on way 
to the United States by cable up to April 30, 27,000 
bales; estimated shipments for May, 10,000 bales; 
stock in hand of importers and speculators in United 
States, 72,000 bales, making altogether a total availa- 
ble su; ply for this country of 271,286 bales, against a 
total available supply of 191,045 bales for the same 
time last year, an excess of 80,241 bales, according to 
the monthly statement of Henry H. Crocker. This ex- 
cess is offset to a great extent by the largely in. 
creased use by paper manufacturers on account of 
the low prices. We quote 1%c. for paper quality 
and 2c. for bagging quality.

Herewith is illustrated a new system of paper- 
mill ventilation that is being very successfully 
introduced by the Exhaust Ventilator Company 
of Chicago. 

It is not necessary to enumerate the reasons 
why such ventilation is needed. The presence 
of steam injuring the quality of the paper, rot- 
ting the floors and ceiling and disastrously affect- 
ing the health of the workmen, is the source of 
constant trouble, annoyance and expense. 

Shafts of different sizes and kinds, in fact, 
every device offering even a remote probability 
of success, have been eagerly tried, only to be 
laid aside as failures. The evil seems, however, 
not to be beyond remedy, if the cordial endorse- 
ment of this system offered by many owners of 
paper mills can be taken as evidence. 

The mechanism for the system relies entirely 
upon mechanical ventilation, in the form of a disk 
wheel with bucket-shaped blades known as the 
Blackman exhaust wheel.
